The Care of the Teeth. 

Children should be taught to use a 
tooth brush and some good dentrlflee 
after every meal, and especially before 
going to bed at night. There are few 
things more offensive to the sight than 
a foul, neglected mouth, and few 
things easier to avoid, if proper care 
Is given the teeth. One of the cheap¬ 
est and most effective dentrlflces Is 
common table salt, dissolved In a little 
water, and if used with a good brush 
regularly, very little else will be newl- 
ed. There are ninny tooth soaps on 
the market, at reasonable prices, and 
many of them are very good, but often 
they are harmful, and It Is as well to 
make one’s own dentrlflee. If the gums 
are tender and Inclined to bleed easily, 
select a brush adapted to their tender 
condition, and do not give them exces¬ 
sive friction. Your dentfst will tell 
von a preparation for hardening the 
gums without hnmiliig them. A great 
many persons cannot use a hard 
brush. A very good tooth soap Is 
made of prepared chalk six parts and 
good, pure soap, one part, nibbed to¬ 
gether thoroughly. Charcoal, powdered 
pumice stone, cuttle-fish and similar 
substances are not readily soluble In 
the mouth, and often do more harm 
than good. The teeth should be brush¬ 
ed downward from both sides of the 
upper teeth and upward from both 
sides on the lower teeth, and the 
mouth well rinsed with a simple solu¬ 
tion of water and powdered borax, or 
water and table salt. A bit of thread, 
or dental floss, should be run between 
the teeth in order to remove anj de¬ 
posit which has escaped the brush. 

If children are taught these little 



niceties of the toilet from their earllesi 
years, the habit would become fixed 
anil tlie.v would not think they coiihi 
neglect thi.s important duty of cleanli- 
nes.s of the mouth.

Death to Ail Who Kent Within Its Kate- 
ful Shadow, 

Because of the many fatal accidents 
that have occurred under a huge tree 
that grows in the Haclendlta ranch, in 
the Zamora district, Mlchoaoan, peas¬ 
ants of the region are growing more 
and more .superstitions about Its sup¬ 
posed fatal omen, and they begin to 
call It “arbol mnldlto” (cursed tree). 

The tree is supposed to be over sev¬ 
enty-five years old, and Is .said to have 
been planted hy a man who, because 
of his enormous crimes and his forget¬ 
fulness of the divine law, was swal¬ 
lowed up hy the eartJi. The man never 
went to mass, never confessed, did 
not have the linage of a saint in his 
house, did not carry a rosary around 
his nock, and never made the sign of 
the cross.

He never gave 
anything for the church and never took 
off his hat when he met a “padrecito” 
on the street.

In 
the Bernese Dlierlaiid, and In the Gils¬ 
ons, tlietr efforts have IihI to some sav¬ 
age encounters with the iiareiit eagles, 
and to some wonderful escapes. 

In the Engadine an English sport.s- 
man has eaiitured ii Hue young eagle in 
the Vnl (’liamiiera. The nest was on 
the face of an almost uiiolliiiahle rock, 
protected from above by an overhang 
Ing ellff. After some perilous elinih- 
liig, the spot was at length reached 
from below, and after a severe tussle 
the young bird was captured, and he , 
descrlbe.s the sport as one of the most 
exciting that he knows. 

At Entlebucli a mountnliieer sealed 
a rocky peak and had succeeded In se¬ 
curing two eaglets, when the parent 
birds attacked him with such violence 
tlint he fell from the rock and was 
badly Injured.

The beginner who would wish his prints In the tints of Nature and who 
proposes to Impart these to them with his own hand, had better start with 
aniline dyes. Oil and water colors, effective In the hands of the practiced 
artist, aiY? less suited for one's first attempt. The dyes may be purchased 
In bulk, but it Is more convenient to buy them In packets. In which form they 
may be had at any drug store. One package is dissolved In two ounces of 
water, to which are added two drachms of glacial acetic acid. The dye solu¬ 
tion Is applied with a soft camel-hair brush. Matt P. O. P. and bromide 
prints will be found the easiest to start with. There Is some little difficulty 
In getting the colors “to take” to a glossy print; In fact. It Is necessary to 
apply a medium to the print before starting t« use colors. For this purpose, 
the following mixture Is the best thing: 

Purified oxgal paste. 60 gralnA 

Distilled water, 16 oiincet. 

Re<'tlfled spirit, 4 ounces. 

This Is applied with a camel-hair brush, and the prints are ready for 
further treatment as soon as drj'. Some of the best effects In print coloring 
are obtained on albumen paper. 

Another method is to first apply a size made by dissolving gelatine In 
acetic acid until It forms a pasty mass. This Is thinned with w'ater In the 
proportion of about one part of acetic gelatine to six parts of water. After 
this, the prints are colored with the aniline solutions. 

For those who wish to practice the coloring of prints In oils, we give the 
following medium with which the oil colors should be treated beforehand. 

Gum mastic. 1 ounce. 

Turpentine, 10 ounces. 

The rapidity of drying may be Increased If, In place of turpentine, the 
mastic be dissolved lu four ounces of chloroform.

the largest undertaking of the kind in 
the history of the United States. 

The reclamation act provides that 
funds from the sale of certain public 
lands shall be applied hy the govern¬ 
ment to the building of irrigation 
works. At the present time the fund 
amounts to about 128,000,000 and is In¬ 
creasing at the rate of $4,000,000 an¬ 
nually. Tills fund Is self-continuing, 
.^ftcr the irrigation works have lieen 


When this Is done the most arid por¬ 
tion of America not excepting Death 
Valley will be all under Irrigation and 
bigbly productive. 

.YIthough the government contem¬ 
plates Irrigation works for the benefit 
of honieseekers and endeavors so far 
as possible to undertake works with 
the view of bringing water to avail¬ 
able government lands, yet in the event 
that Individuals are willing to sub¬ 
divide their lands and to sign a con¬ 
tract which will prevent land specula¬ 
tion and anticipating increa.sed values 
through irrigation. Irrigation works 
will be undertaken under the reclama¬ 
tion act where the land is In private 
ownership. 

This Is the case in the Salt river 
valley, Arizona, where a dam capable 
of Impounding enough water to irri¬ 
gate 200,tX)0 acres of land will be con¬ 
structed. The settlers in that section 
have gone ahead and accomplished 
marvels; the government is coming to 
their aid. In the Sacramento valley 
the land Individually in large holdings, 
there being individual ranches of 100,- 
000 acres in extent.

The YTima project on the Colorado 
river is of especial Interest at this 
time because it Is locate<l close to tlie 
Imperial valley country on the Colo¬ 
rado desert where is located the largest 
Irrigation works, either public or pri¬ 
vate, 111 tlie United States. Within 
four years 100,000 acres have been put 
under actual Irrigation In the Imperial 
valley through the diversion of waters 
from the Colorado river. Of this 100,- 
000 acres, almost half Is in barley, 10,- 
000 acres Is in alfalfa. On the Ameri¬ 
can side of the Imperial valley there 
are some .’>0,000 head of cattle a large 
part of which Is dairy stock, and there 
are 10,000 head more on the Mexican 
side. 

The Yuma project contemplates the 
irrigation of land on both side of the 
Colorado river in California and Ari¬ 
zona. The government has planned 
for the ultimate extension of the eanni, 
of the Yuma project twenty miles or 
more from the Laguna dam ten miles 
above Yuma to the Imperial Talley.

Is never so happy as when he Is snr- 
ronnded by members of hls household 
or high dignitaries of the church. He 
sits at a table, raised a little higher 
than that at which his guests sit, but 
tills is the only trace of formality that 
Is observed. 

In the Pope's dining room the ordin¬ 
ary ornaments of such an apartment 
are replaced by those >vhlch have some 
ecclesiastical slgnlflcance. The side¬ 
board lias two large crosses on either 
end, another cross hangs above the 
Pope's chair, and the one ornament not 
strictly religions in Its symbolism is a 
marble bust of one of Plus’ predeces¬ 
sors.
